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THE  KNOW-NOTHING  PARTY 
IN  LEBANON  COUNTY* 


By  Prof.  Hiram  H.  Shenk,  A.  M. 


The  history  of  the  Know  Nothing  Party  in  Lebanon  County 
is  unintelligible  except  in  the  light  of  the  National  politics  of 
the  day.  It  seems  fitting,  then,  that  this  paper  should  begin 
with  a brief  description  of  the  work  of  the  National  Know 
Nothing,  or  American  Party.  On  this  subject  I quote  freely 
from  Mr.  James  Ford  Rhodes’  History  of  the  United  States 
from  the  Compromise  of  1850. 

“The  Know  Nothings  made  their  power  felt  at  the  municipal 
elections  in  the  spring  and  early  summer  of  1854.  Their  most 
notable  success  was  achieved  in  Philadelphia,  when  the  candi- 
date they  supported  for  mayor  was  elected  by  a large  majority. 
These  results  opened  the  eyes  of  the  politicians  and  of  the  out- 
side public  to  the  fact  that  a new  force  must  be  taken  into 
account.” 

“The  distrust  of  Roman  Catholicism  is  a string  that  can  be 
artfully  played  upon  in  an  Anglo-Saxon  community.  This  feel- 
ing had  been  increased  by  the  public  mission  of  a papal  nuncio.

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who  came  to  this  country  to  adjust  a difficulty  in  regard  to 
church  property  in  the  city  of  Buffalo.  The  nuncio  had  been 
received  with  kindness  by  the  President,  but  his  visit  had  ex- 
cited tumults  in  Cincinnati,  Baltimore  and  New  York.  More- 
over, the  efforts  of  Bishop  Hughes  and  the  Catholic  clergy  to 
exclude  the  Bible  from  the  public  schools  struck  a chord  which 
had  not  ceased  to  vibrate.  The  ignorant  foreign  vote  had  begun 
to  have  an  important  influence  on  elections.  It  was  averred  that 
drunken  aliens  frequently  had  charge  of  the  polls ; that  the 
intrigue  and  rowdyism  that  characterized  recent  campaigns 
were  the  work  of  foreigners;  that  the  network  of  Jesuitism  had 
been  cunningly  spread ; that  such  was  the  deep  corruption 
among  politicians,  that  availability  in  a presidential  candidate 
had  come  to  mean  the  man  who  could  secure  the  foreign  vote. 
Votes  were  openly  bought  and  sold,  and  “suckers”  and 
“strikers”  controlled  the  primary  elections  of  both  parties.  These 
were  the  abuses.  For  their  remedy  a new  party  must  be  formed. 
There  were  enough  of  good  and  pure  men  in  both  parties  to 
make  up  an  organization  which  should  be  patriotic  and  Christian 
in  character.  Then  war  must  be  made  against  French  infidelity, 
German  skepticism  and  socialism,  and  the  Papacy.  Of  these 
evils,  the  Papacy  was  considered  the  most  dangerous.” 

The  principles  of  the  new  party  were  naturally  evolved 
out  of  the  real  or  imaginary  ills  which  were  deplored.  An  order 
which  Washington  was  supposed  to  have  given  was  taken  as 
the  key-note : “Put  none  but  Americans  on  guard  tonight,”  he 
had  said’  when  danger  and  difficulties  thickened  around  him ; 
and  the  shade  of  the  father  of  his  country  seemed  to  say  across 
the  ages : “Americans  should  rule  America.”  This  was  the 
fundamental  doctrine  of  the  Know  Nothing  Party. 

They  aimed,  therefore,  to  exclude  foreigners  and  Catholics 
from  all  offices,  whether  municipal,  state  or  national ; and  so  to 
change  naturalization  laws  that  foreigners  could  not  become 
citizens  until  after  a residence  of  twenty-one  years. 

In  method,  the  Know  Nothing  Party  was  a great  secret 
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society  with  ramifications  in  every  state.  Secret  lodges,  with 
passwords  and  degrees,  grips  and  signs,  were  instituted. 

When  the  curious  inquired  of  the  members  of  this  party 
what  were  their  principles,  and  what  their  object,  the  answer 
invariably  was:  “I  know  nothing”;  and  thus  the  popular  name 
was  given  in  derision.  Yet  this  was  not  resented.  The  appella- 
tion expressed  mystery,  and  mystery  was  aimed  at.  The  real 
official  and  political  name,  however,  was  the  American  party. 
A prevalent  idea  was  that  the  Know  Nothings  always  met  at 
midnight,  that  they  carried  dark  lanterns,  that  they  pledged 
themselves  in  the  dark  by  the  most  terrible  oaths,  and  that  their 
proceedings  were  inscrutable. 

It  was  indeed  a unique  spectacle  to  see  the  great  National 
Council  of  a powerful  political  party  meet  in  secret,  without 
reporters  of  any  kind.  When  the  secrets  leaked  out  as  they 
naturally  did,  the  great  organization  acted  like  any  other  political 
party,  and  the  appellation  “American  Party”  became  more 
appropriate  than  that  of  Know  Nothing. 

The  question  of  Nationality  as  against  Secession  gave  rise 
to  a Third  Degree  in  Know  Nothingism.  Elated  over  their 
successes  in  the  elections  of  1854,  in  their  National  Council  in 
Cincinnati,  they  authorized  the  third  or  Union  degree.  The 
candidate  was  required  to  take  an  oath  as  strong  as  words  could 
make  it,  that  he  would  faithfully  defend  the  Union  of  the 
States  against  assaults  from  every  quarter,  after  which  he  was 
admitted  to  the . Brotherhood  of  the  Order  of  the  American 
Union.  Six  months  after  this  it  is  estimated  that  one  and  one- 
half  millions  of  men  had  taken  the  degree.  Henry  Wilson,  him- 
self a Know  Nothing,  had  no  doubt  that  1,250,000  were  enrolled 
in  its  councils.  They  boasted  that  they  would  elect  the  next 
President. 

An  attempt  at  fusion  between  the  Know  Nothing  Party 
and  the  Republicans  was  made  in  1856.  With  this  failure  the 
Know  Nothing  Party  as  a separate  organization  gradually  dis-

appeared.  Yet  its  influence  was  sufficient  in  i860  to  make  the 
nomination  of  Seward  by  the  Chicago  Convention  inexpedient, 
for  the  friends  of  Curtin  claimed  that  Seward’s  alienation  of 
the  Know  Nothings  by  his  attitude  on  certain  questions  con- 
nected with  the  schools  of  New  York  meant  certain  defeat  for 
the  Republicans  in  Pennsylvania  in  the  event  of  Mr.  Sev/ard’s 
nomination. 

I have  no  definite  information  as  to  the  first  “Lodge”  of 
Know  Nothings  in  Lebanon  County.*  The  number  of  members 
can  not  be  accurately  determined,  although  the  voting  strength 
has  been  estimated  at  1,200.  In  the  very  nature  of  the  case  an 
. outsider  could  not  estimate  the  number  or  know  the  personnel 
of  the  party.  Mr.  Karmany  relates  that  on  one  occasion  in  this 
city  (Lebanon)  practically  everybody  was  elected  to  member- 
ship, although  not  initiated,  and  that  on  this  occasion  the 
minutes  were  stolen,  and  the  facts  therein  contained  having 
been  made  known,  caused  such  mutual  distrust  as  to  disrupt  at 
least  one  political  organization.  Every  one  feared  that  every  one 
else  might  secretly  be  a Know  Nothing,  notwithstanding  active 
membership  in  the  regularly  constituted  party  organizations. 
At  various  places  in  the  county  initiations  of  members  took 
place.  The  degree  work  varied  somewhat  to  suit  the  individual, 
and  Mr.  Karmany  relates  that  in  at  least  one  instance  an  initia- 
tion took  place  in  a cornfield.  This  was  a dangerous  procedure, 
for  party  spirit  ran  high,  and  the  hatred  of  its  opponents  for 
Know  Nothingism  was  only  equalled  by  the  hatred  of  the 
Know  Nothings  for  Catholics. 

Politicians  were  frequently  deceived,  for  whether  a man 
called  himself  Republican  or  Democrat,  he  might  be  a Know 
Nothing.  Thus  John  C.  Kunkel,  candidate  for  Congress,  joined 
the  Know  Nothings  a week  before  the  election,  and  thus  re-

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ceived  the  support  of  the  Know  Nothings  without  losing  the 
support  of  the  opponents  of  the  famous  political  secret  order. 

Few  incidents  in  Lebanon  County  politics  are  more  inter- 
esting than  the  work  of  the  political  glee  club  which  travelled 
from  one  end  of  the  county  to  the  other  and  gave  enthusiasm 
to  the  canvass,  Mr.  Karmany  is,  perhaps,  the  only  survivor  of 
this  unique  organization. 

The  method  of  initiation  into  a Know  Nothing  lodge  was 
about  as  follows;  For  the  first  degree  the  candidate  must,  with 
his  right  hand  upon  the  Holy  Bible  and  the  cross,  take  the  oath 
of  secrecy.  Then,  if  a native-born  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
if  a believer  in  God,  if  of  voting  age,  if  neither  he  nor  his 
parents  nor  his  wife  were  Roman  Catholics,  and  if  he  had  been 
brought  up  under  Protestant  influence,  he  was  a proper  appli- 
cant. He  was  conducted  from  the  ante-room  to  an  inner 
chamber.  There,  with  the  right  hand  on  the  Bible  and  cross, 
and  the  left  hand  raised  toward  heaven,  the  candidate  again 
took  the  solemn  oath  of  secrecy,  and  further  swore  not  to  vote 
for  any  man  unless  he  were  a Protestant,  an  American-born 
citizen  and  in  favor  of  Americans  ruling  Amqrica.** 

Then  the  term  and  degree  passwords  were  given  to  the 
newly-admitted  member.  The  travelling  password  was  com- 
municated, and  the  sign  of  recognition  and  grip  were  explained. 
When  a Know  Nothing  challenged  a brother,  he  must  ask: 
"AVhat  time?”  The  response  would  be;  “Time  for  work.”  Then 
he  should  say:  “Are  you?”  The  answer  would  be:  “We  are.” 
Then  the  two  were  in  a position  to  engage  in  conversation  in  the 
interests  of  the  order. 

Notice  of  mass  meetings  was  given  by  means  of  a triangular 
piece  of  white  paper.  If  he  should  wish  to^know  the  object  of 
the  gathering,  he  must  ask  an  undoubted  brother:  “Have  you 
seen  Sam  today  ?”  and  the  information  would  be  imparted.  But

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if  the  notice  were  on  red  paper,  danger  was  indicated,  and  the 
member  must  come  prepared  to  meet  it. 

After  probation,  the  second  degree  was  given,  where  more 
oaths  were  taken,  and  another  password  and  countersign  were 
given.  But  the  great  mystery  was  the  name  of  the  organization, 
which  the  President  alone  could  communicate.  At  the  proper 
time  he  solemnly  declared : “Brothers,  you  are  members  in  full 
fellowship  of  the  Supreme  Order  of  the  Star-Spangled  Banner. 

The  secrets  could  not  be  kept,  and  a newspaper  reported; 
the  following:  “For  admission  you  must  rap  at  the  outer  door 
several  times  in  quick  succession,  and  when  the  sentinel  peeps 
through  the  wicket,  inquire:  ‘What  meets  here  tonight?’  He 
will  answer:  ‘I  don’t  know.’  You  must  then  reply : ‘I  am  one,’ 
and  he  will  open  the  door.  At  the  second  door  four  raps  and 
the  password  thirteen  will  obtain  admission.  When  out  in  the 
world  when  a brother  gives  you  the  grip,  you  must  ask : ‘Where 
did  you  get  that?’  He  will  answer:  ‘I  don’t  know.’  You  must 
answer:  ‘I  don’t  know  either,’  and  you  may  enter  into  full 
fellowship  with  a member  of  the  mysterious  order.” 

Dr.  Grumbine,  President  of  the  Lebanon  County  Historical 
Society,  in  a letter  to  the  writer,  says : “My  personal  recollec- 
tion of  the  Know  Nothings  is  somewhat  meagre,  but  I remember 
that  there  was  a Lodge  at  Fredericksburg  in,  I think,  1855. 

“Opposition  to  the  secret  order  was  pretty  strong  generally, 
and  the  little  society  at  Fredericksburg  with  difficulty  found 
places  to  nieet  without  being  molested.  The  schoolhouses  were 
closed  to  them  by  the  people  hostile  to  them,  and  I remember 
that  they  met  at  one  time  in  a church,  or  meeting  house,  the 
leaders  of  whose  congregation  were  with  them.  It  was  reported 
that  they  met  under  the  shedding  of  a brick-yard  at  one  time. 
The  church  here  mentioned  was  that  of  the  Winebrennarians 
at  the  west  end  of  town,  whose  preacher,  George  Petry,  was  one 
of  them.  But  when  the  doors  were  locked  on  other  members  of 
the  congregation  and  other  citizens  who  were  not  members  of 
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the  order,  it  had  the  effect  of  gathering  a mob  whose  passions 
were  inflamed  to  the  point  of  threatening  to  break  in  the  doors 
and  doing  violence  to  those  inside. 

“I  remember  hearing  the  uproar  of  the  mob  while  on  my 
father’s  front  porch  one  night  when  I was  told  that  the  Know 
Nothings  had  a meeting  at  the  other  end  of  town,” 

Dr.  Grumbine  further  says:  “I  recollect  that  my  boyish 
soul  was  filled  with  dread  one  day  when,  in  my  father’s  com- 
pany, I listened  to  the  jingoistic  rantings  of  a so-called  native 
American  who  spoke  of  the  building  of  a fortress  in  New 
York  by  the  Catholics,  with  walls  of  wonderful  thickness  and 
places  for  hundreds  of  cannon  which  were  to  be  turned  on 
Protestants  when  the  horrors  of  the  Spanish  Inquisition  were 
to  be  revived  and  brought  to  America.” 

This  vividly  portrays  how  the  imagination  was  stirred  by 
the  anti-Catholic  orators. 

In  the  concluding  pages  of  this  pamphlet  will  be  found 
various  newspaper  comments  regarding  the  Know  Nothing 
Party. 

Regarding  the  election  of  1855,  “The  Boy  of  ’76,”  edited 
by  P.  H.  Reinhard,  contains  the  following  American  and  Whig 
county  ticket: 

Assembly — Dr.  William  A.  Barry,  Swatara. 

Sheriff — David  M.  Shuey,  East  Hanover. 

Profhonofary — James  W.  Ebur,  Borough. 

; Commissioner — Erederick  W.  Shultz,  Millcreek. 

Coroner— Richard  Bruce,  Borough. 

Director  of  the  Poor— Isaac  Barto.,  Bethel. 

Auditor — John  S.  Bomberger,  South  Lebanon. 

Under  the  heading,  “Can’t  be  Bribed,”  the  same  paper 
says : “Dr,.  Barry  withstood  all  attempts  at  bribery  last  winter. 
Even  after  he  was  elected  on  the  American  ticket  by  the  Ameri- 
can vote,  the  Locofocos  were  unwilling  to  give  him  up.  They 
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continued  to  hope  against  all  hope,  and  by  promises  and  threat- 
enings  and  bribes,  they  tried  again  and  again  to  coax  him,  and 
to  buy  him  over  to  their  interests.  Dr.  Barry  was  not  a child, 
nor  a co^\ard,  nor  a fool,  to  be  touched  by  such  means.  His 
character  is  above  reproach,  and  he  can  defy  his  pitiable  enemies 
to  do  their  worst. 

“Voters  of  Lebanon  County,  remember  this  at  the  ballot 
boxes  in  October,  that  Dr.  Barry  has  been  pursued  by  bribery, 
by  forgery,  by  the  mailed  arm  of  an  avenging  Democracy,  and 
has  come  out  of  the  ordeal  unscathed.” 

Dr.  Barry  had  been  a Democrat,  but  he  identified  himself 
with  the  Know  Nothings  and  was  elected  by  them  to  the  Legis- 
lature. This  explains  the  following,  quoted  as  before: 

“The  Wahre  Demokrat  heads  a paragraph  ‘Showmen  for 
the  Legislature,’  in  which  he  hits  Dr.  Barry  a most  unchristian 
lick  under  the  fifth  rib.  But  who  first  presented  the  name  of 
Dr.  Barry  for  the  Legislature?  In  that  consistent  journal  of 
Oct.  6,  1854,  we  find  the  following:  ‘Dr.  Barry,  our  candidate 
for  the  Assembly,  is  a sober,  industrious,  good  and  honest  man, 
who  possesses  the  confidence  of  his  neighbors,  and  has  attained 
his  present  position  by  his  own  indefatigable  exertions.  He  will, 
we  are  sure,  exhibit  to  his  malicious  slanderers,  by  his  vote, 
what  his  neighbors  think  of  him.’ 

“His  only  crime  now  is  Know  Nothingism.  He  was  an 
eminently  fit  person  to  represent  Democracy,  when  the  meshes 
of  that  rotten  party  yet  held  him.  Now  he  is  a reprobate  with- 
out benefit  of  clergy.  Oh,  my  eye!^’ 

Of  a different  tenor  is  the  article  in  the  Lebanon  Advertiser 
of  November  of  the  same  year:  “The  Know  Nothing  papers 
are  striving  hard  to  bring  about  a fusion  of  all  the  factions  in 
the  county  against  the  Democracy.  ‘All  those  opposed  to 
Locofocism’  are  invited  to  step  in  and  participate  in  the  voting 
— the  spoils  to  belong  to  the  Know  Nothings.  Such  a state  of 
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things,  however  will  not  come  to  pass,  and  particularly  not  next 
year.  The  opposition  will  be  divided  into  a hundred  factions, 
and  some  of  these  would  rather  coalesce  with  Old  Nick  than 
with  their  brethren  Know  Nothings.  Whigs  even  are  invited 
to  lay  aside  their  prejudices  and  vote  the  Know  Nothing  ticket. 
Surely  this  is  impudence  in  the  extreme : inviting  Whigs  to  a 
banquet  prepared  by  abolition  Know  Nothings.  But  the  time  is 
fast  arriving  when  the  Democrats  will  be  proved  more  powerful 
than  ever ; the  remains  of  the  Whig  party  v/ill  be  found  with  the 
Union-loving,  law-abiding  Democracy,  and  all  the  others  united 
be  powerless  for  evil — the  only  quality  they  have  shown  them- 
selves possessed  of  thus  far.” 
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STATE  AND  NATIONAL  ELECTIONS  OF  1856  AND 
STATE  ELECTION  OF  1857  IN 
LEBANON  COUNTY.- 


Of  all  the  national  campaigns  ever  held  in  Lebanon  County, 
few  were  fought  more  bitterly,  none  was  more  notorious  for 
mud-slinging  than  the  campaign  of  1856.  Lebanon  County 
always  had  a majority  of  about  one  thousand  against  the  Demo- 
crats, but  since  the  organization  of  the  new  Republican  party,  it 
was  doubtful  whether  all  the  old-line  Whigs  could  be  gathered 
into  the  fold  of  the  new  party,  and  the  Republicans  carry  the 
county.  The  Know  Nothings  had  a voting  strength  of  about 
twelve  hundred,  and  there  was  a question  as  to  who  could  get 
these  votes.  The  result  was,  that  it  was  a warm  campaign, 
and  every  man  s spirit  was  aroused  to  work  hard  for  the  success 
of  his  party.  The  Pennsylvania-Germans  were  very  conserva- 
tive, and  this  made  the  result  of  the  election  all  the  more 
doubtful. 

James  Buchanan  and  John  C.  Fremont  were  the  candidates 
for  President  of  the  Democratic  and  Republican  parties,  re- 
spectively, while  Millard  Fillmore  was  the  American  or  Know 
Nothing  candidate. 

On  the  night  of  June  sixth,  the  young  Democrats  of 
Lebanon  fired  thirty-two  cannot-shots  in  honor  of  the  nomina-

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tioii  of  “Buck  and  Breck,”  as  the  Democrats  called  their  candi- 
dates. The  “Lebanon  Demokrat”  said  that  each  shot  cost  as 
much  as  a Buchanan’s  day’s  wages,  namely,  ten  cents. 

The  Know  Nothing  party  did  not  nominate  candidates  for 
state  and  county  offices,  but  supported  Fillmore  for  President. 
Fusion  was  effected  between  Fillmore  and  Fremont,  by  which 
both  had  the  same  electors.  Many  Know  Nothings  were  dis- 
satisfied with  fusion,  and  placed  a straight  Fillmore  electoral 
ticket  in  the  field.  The  Know  Nothings  were  denounced  in  the 
strongest  terms  by  the  Democrats,  who  said  that  the  open  sup- 
port of  the  Know  Nothings  would  lose  for  them  many  votes. 
The  Republicans,  on  the  other  hand,  tried  hard  to  get  their 
votes,  and  succeeded  in  getting  a majority  of  them  for  their 
state  and  county  candidates.  The  personnel  of  the  party  wasn’t 
known  very  generally,  because  the  Know  Nothing  usually  was 
a Democrat  or  Republican  outwardly.  This  fact  gave  rise  to  a 
great  many  accusations  against  candidates  of  both  parties  that 
they  were  Know  Nothings. 

The  Democrats  met  June  14,  at  the  public  house  of  Mrs. 
Rise,  to  organize  a Buchanan  club.  The  meeting  was  addressed 
by  Jacob  Weidel,  Esq.  Final  organization  of  the  club  was 
effected  August  2,  at  the  public  house  of  Daniel  Brua.  The 
following  were  elected  its  officers : 

President — Jacob  Weidel. 

Vice-Presidents — Andrew  Reinoehl,  Joseph  iHartman,  John 
Wittmoyer,  Samuel  Flarbeson. 

Recording'  Secretary — Andrew  H.  Embich. 

Corresponding  Secretary — J.  M.  Foster. 

Treasurer — Cyrus  D.  Gloninger. 

The  following  is  an  abstract  of  an  article  published  in  the 
Lebanon  Advertiser:  “A  meeting  of  the  friends  of  Fremont 
was  called  for  July  25,  at  the  public  house  of  Henry  Raun.  Onlv 
a few  assembled,  and  they  lined  up  at  the  bar  as  if  they  were 
drinking.  The  windows  and  doors  were  thrown  open  and  a

man  was  stationed  on  the  outside  who  pointed  out  to  the 
passersby  what  was  in  store  if  they  would  step  inside,  but  he 
invariably  met  with  the  answer:  ‘No,  I believe  not;  I’m 

Fillmore.’  This  pantomime  not  being  successful,  they  started 
a parade  to  drum  up  the  faithful,  which  numbered  about  a 
dozen  after  ten  o’clock. 

On  August  2,  a Fremont  meeting  was  held  at  the  home 
of  Henry  Rambler.  The  meeting  was  addressed  by  Messrs. 
Funk  and  Grittinger.  On  August  9,  a Fremont  and.  Dayton 
Club  was  organized,  with  Adam  Grittinger  president  pro  torn. 
Mr.  David  E.  Miller  was  elected  president  of  the  club. 

On  August  29,  the  Republicans  held  their  county  conven- 
tion and  nominated'  candidates  for  the  different  offices.  John 
C.  Kunkel  was  endorsed  for  Congress,  and  five  conferees  were 
appointed.  Cyrus  C.  Hoffman,  of  Heidelberg,  was  nominated 
for  Assembly. 

On  September  8,  the  Democrats  held  their  county  conven- 
tion and  nominated  candidates  for  the  several  offices.  Dr. 
Cyrus  D.  Gloninger  was  endorsed  for  congress,  and  conferees 
were  chosen.  Ephraim  Hertzler,  of  Jackson,  was  nominated  for 
Assembly. 

The  “Lebanon  Demokrat”  said  that  a Democratic  mass- 
meeting was  held  at  Bowman’s  hotel,  August  16.  The  meeting 
was  addressed  by  Messrs.  Eoster,  Kelley  and  George  Shenk. 
A German  speech  was  to  be  delivered,  but  the  Irishmen,  who 
were  in  the  majority,  insisted  on  hearing  an  English  speech 
instead,  and  their  will  prevailed.  This  paper,  however,  admits 
that  they  got  this  information  second-hand. 

Eremont  was  denounced  by  the  Democrats  as  the  son  of  a 
foreigner,  a Catholic  and  a slaveholder.  The  Democrats  ex- 
pected the  vote  of  the  old-line  Whigs. 

The  “Lebanon  Demokrat”  published  the  following  article: 
“Everything  in  this  world  changes,  but  nothing  changes  more 
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than  the  principles  of  the  Democratic  leaders  in  Lebanon 
County.  You  know  that  last  year  they  yelled  that  Satan  was 
a gentleman  in  comparison  with  a Know  Nothing.  They  told 
so  many  stories  about  that  party  that  their  wives  and  children 
were  stricken  with  terror  whenever  they  met  any  one  wearing 
a white  hat.  Suddenly  that  cry  was  worn  out  and  all  became 
quiet.  They  saw  that  they  could  get  no  offices  in  Lebanon 
County,  and  that  such  foolishness  doesn’t  pay.  The  Know 
Nothings  decided  to  sell  their  goats  and  get  rid  of  their  homeli- 
ness. In  our  locality  they  hid  their  paraphernalia  on  a school- 
house  garret.  And  what  do  you  think  happened?  Everything 
was  stolen,  and  at  Mt.  Zion  it  is  used  by  the  Democrats  to 
build  up  a Know  Nothing  Buchanan  lodge  under  the  name 
“Buck  Club.”  One  who  joined  the  club  says  that  the  initiation 
fee  is  ten  cents,  a Buchanan’s  day’s  wages.  The  first  ceremony 
is  that  the  candidate  kneels  behind  a goat  and  takes  hold  of 
the  goat’s  tail,  while  the  head  of  the  club  speaks  as  follows: 
‘Here  we  have  an  old  “Buck”  (Buchanan)  ; we  have  him  at  a 
rope.  See,  he  has  no  horns,  and  can’t  hurt  you.  But  you  must 
hold  on  to  him  and  follow  where  he  goes.  Whether  he  goes  to 
the  land  of  the  ten-cent  wages,  Cuba,  Central  America,  to 
robbers,  slavery,  or  under  the  feet  of  Papists,  you  must  hold 
on  and  follow,  since  he  is  the  Democratic  candidate.  You  may 
say  you  are  an  old  Whig,  a Know  Nothing,  if  you  wish.  You 
may  cheer  for  Fillmore,  if  you  feel  like  it,  but  you  must  hold 
on  to  Buck  and  vote  for  him  under  all  circumstances.  This 
we  swear  in  the  name  of  Buchanan’s  nigger-principles  and 
Papistry.’  ” 

The  Lebanon  Valley  Branch  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Read- 
ing Railway  Co.  was  in  course  of  construction  at  this  time.  The 
men  who  did  the  work  were  mostly  Irishmen  who  were  imported 
to  do  the  work.  The  Republicans  said  that  about  two  hundred 
Irishmen  who  were  not  naturalized  were  placed  on  the  assessors’ 
lists  throughout  the  county.  Jackson  and  South  Lebanon  town- 
ships had  the  greatest  number.  The  Democrats,  on  the  other 
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hand,  said  that  only  fifty  Irishmen  voted  at  the  election,  and 
that  they  were  eligible  to  vote.  These  Irishmen  went  to  the 
Democratic  mass-meetings  and  drew  the  votes  of  many  con- 
servative people  away  from  the  Democrats  by  their  rude  con- 
duct at  these  meetings. 

The  Republicans  held  mass-meetings  at  the  following 
places : 

Saturday,  Sept.  13 — Myerstown. 

Saturday,  Sept.  20 — North  Lebanon  Borough. 

Friday,  Sept.  26 — Annville. 

Saturday,  Sept.  27 — Jonestown. 

Friday,  Oct.  3 — Harper’s,. 

Saturday,  Oct.  4 — Bordner’s. 

Saturday,  Oct.  4 — Fredericksburg. 

Monday,  Oct.  6 — Louser’s  School  House,  Monroe  Valley. 

Wednesday,  Oct.  8 — Court  House,  Lebanon. 

The  last-named  meeting  was  attended  by  about  one 
thousand  people.  The  first  speaker  was  Dr.  Rob,  of  Boston, 
who  addressed  the  audience  in  the  German  language.  The 
second  speaker  was  Edward  Zimmerman,  of  Schaefferstown, 
who  had  just  returned  from  Kansas.  He  spoke  of  the  slavery 
situation  there.  A.  Burlingame  was  the  last  speaker.  He  spoke 
for  three  hours  on  the  evils  of  slavery. 

The  Democrats  held  mass-meetings  at  the  following  places : 

Saturday,  Aug.  27 — Lebanon,  hotel  of  Leonard  Zimmer- 
man. 

Tuesday,  Sept.  30 — Court  House,  Lebanon. 

Wednesday,  Oct.  i — Leininger’s  Inn,  Myerstown. 

Friday,  Oct.  3 — North  Lebanon. 

Saturday,  Oct.  4 — ^Fredericksburg. 

The  last  four  meetings  were  addressed  by  Ex-Governor 
John  Bigler,  of  California. 

The  Know  Nothings  organized  a Eillmore  Club,  with  John 
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Ulrich,  Esq.,  as  president.  Fillmore  mass-meetings  were  held 
in  the  Court  House,  Lebanon,  on  September  12  and  19.  F.  C. 
Evans,  of  Washington,  addressed  the  last-named  meeting. 

The  election  for  state  and  county  offices  was  to  be  held 
October  14,  and  both  parties  did  their  best  to  carry  the  election, 
so  that  they  might  know  how  the  national  election  is  likely  to  go. 
In  the  issue  of  the  “Lebanon  Demokrat”  preceding  the  state 
election  was  the  following  article : “A  plan  is  on  foot  by  which 
the  Buchanan  people  are  trying  to  betray  the  voters  of  Lebanon 
out  of  their  votes.  It  is  said  that  they  bought  several  traitors 
whom  they  ordered  to  announce  themselves  as  Whigs  and  Know 
Nothings,  and  follow  their  friends  wlio  are  unable  to  read,  and 
try  to  pass  false  tickets  on  them.  Examine  your  tickets  and 
see  that  all  the  right  names  are  thereon.  Take  heed  that  when 
all  the  Republican  names  are  not  found  on  the  ballot,  they  are 
trying  to  hoodwink  you.”  The  Democrats  also  published  a last 
warning  to  their  party  men. 

The  Democrats  lost  the  county,  but  they  carried  the  state 
by  about  three  thousand  majority.  The  Republicans  charged 
the  Democrats  with  frauds  of  all  kinds,  such  as  scattering  false 
ballots,  bribery  and  voting  several  hundred  unnaturalized 
Irishmen.  The  Democrats,  on  the  other  hand,  charged  Repub- 
lican employers  with  discharging  a number  of  Democrats  for 
voting  the  Democratic  ticket.  The  Republicans  thought  at  this 
time  that  they  could  get  enough  men  to  their  side  to  carry  the 
state  for  Fremont  and  also  carry  Lebanon  county  by  eight 
hundred.  The  Democrats  felt  sure  that  Pennsylvania  is  safe. 
Very  few  political  meetings  were  held  in  the  interval  between 
the  state  and  national  elections. 

Buchanan  carried  the  state  over  the  fusion  ticket  by  a safe 
majority,  and  was  elected.  The  gloom  of  the  Republicans  was 
great  at  the  result,  but  the  joy  of  the  Democrats  knew  no 
bounds.  On  December  10,  the  Democrats  held  a large  jubilee 
ox-roast  in  honor  of  Buchanan’s  election.  The  steer  is  said 
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to  have  cost  $275,  and  was  raised  on  Gibson  Speraw’s  farm  in 
South  Annville  township. 

January  13,  1857,  Simon  Cameron  was  elected  United 
States  Senator.  The  Democrats  had  a majority  of  three  on  joint 
ballot,  but  shrewd  manipulation  on  the  part  of  Cameron’s  man- 
agers was  the  cause  of  their  defeat.  The  vote  was  as  follows : 
Cameron,  67;  John  W.  Forney,  58;  Foster,  7,  and  Wilkins,  i. 
Three  Democrats,  Lebo  and  Wagenseller,  of  Schuylkill,  and 
Maneer,  of  York,  voted  for  Cameron.  The  Republican  repre- 
sentative of  Lebanon  County,  Cyrus  Hoffman,  voted  for 
Cameron. 

In  1857  a number  of  representatives  of  the  Know  Nothing 
Party  met  at  Lancaster,  June  2,  and  nominated  Isaac  Hazel- 
hurst,  of  Philadelphia,  for  Governor. 

An  American  or  Know  Nothing  County  Convention  was 
held  at  Myerstown,  Sept.  18. 

The  Republicans  charged  the  Democrats  with  having  sev- 
eral Know  Nothings  on  their  ticket.  The  Lebanon  Demokrat 
said : “The  Democratic  leaders  say  that  a Know  Nothing  cannot 
be  a Christian.  Now  these  same  leaders  ask  you  to  vote  for 
Know  Nothings  on  their  ticket.  Will  you  do  it?” 

Hazelhurst  addressed  a large  mass-meeting  in  the  court 
house  during  the  campaign.  The  Know  Nothing  movement, 
however,  had  spent  its  force,  and  Hazelhurst  polled  only  182 
votes  in  the  county. 


Following  are  a number  of  extracts  from  the  Lebanon 
Advertiser  for  the  years  1854-1855.  These  extracts  need  no 
comment ; in  the  opinion  of  the  writer,  they  well  illustrate  the 
opposition  to  the  Know  Nothing  party.  The  bound  volume 
from  which  this  material  is  taken  is  in  the  State  Library  at 
Harrisburg,  and  contains  much  besides  that  which  is  here 
quoted,  but  this  is  regarded  as  representative. 
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May  24,  1854: 

The  negroes  they  (the  Whig  Party)  would  make  freemen; 
the  Irish  and  Germans,  slaves!  ....  They  would  place  the 
Presidential  chair  within  the  reach  of  an  African,  and  make 
the  European  ineligible  to  the  office  of  constable.  . . . Read 
their  papers.  Is  not  every  other  paragraph  an  abolition  story 
or  sentiment,  and  the  intervening  paragraph  a ‘‘native  Ameri- 
can’' one?  Are  they  not  in  alliance  with  both  these  organiza- 
tions? And  is  not  their  object  to  elevate  the  African  to  the 
present  position  of  the  whites,  and  the  object  of  the  latter  to 
degrade  the  European  to  the  position  of  the  blacks.  Divest  the 
Irish,  the  German,  or  any  other  portion  of  our  population,  of 
the  right  of  suffrage  (only  one  of  the  objects  of  the  Native 
American  organization),  and  their  position  politically  will  be 
precisely  that  of  the  negro. 

The  issue  of  June  14,  1854,  announces  the  election  of 
Mayor  Conrad  by  the  Know  Nothing  element  in  Philadelphia. 
The  same  paper  devotes  a full  column  to  an  attack  on  the  Know 
Nothings,  quoting  the  Pennsylvanian.  The  following  are  ex- 
tracts : It  is  generally  understood  that  in  most  of  the  principal 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Union,  including  Philadelphia,  a secret 
political  society  has  been  established  for  the  purpose  of  prevent- 
ing members  of  a certain  church  and  citizens  of  foreign  birth 
from  obtaining  any  office  whatever,  and  also  to  proscribe  every 
candidate  for  an  office  possessing  patronage  who  will  not  sub- 
scribe to  similar  principle 

The  organization  of  an  association  for  the  purpose  of 
persecuting  these  two  classes  in  the  community  is  a dangerous 
precedent  to  establish,  and  the  spirit  animating  it  is  uncongenial 
to  our  free  institution.  Before  young  men  join  it  they  should 
glance  at  the  past  political  history  of  the  country  and  see  how 
many  of  these  narrow,  contracted,  illiberal  and  one-sided  parties 
have  sprung  into  existence,  and  after  a brief  career  of  wicked 
folly  have  been  broken  up  and  exterminated  without  accomplish- 
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ing  any  other  results  than  to  serve  the  ambitious  purpose  of  a 
few  scheming  tricksters,  and  frequently  to  bring  odium  upon 
the  honestly-disposed  portion  of  those  connected  with  them. 

June  21,  1854  (Editorial)  : 

At  the  recent  elections  in  Philadelphia  and  Washington 
cities,  the  Know  Nothings,  in  combination  with  the  Whigs, 
succeeded  in  electing  their  tickets  by  considerable  majorities. 

The  avowed  object  of  this  association  is  to  prevent  for- 
eigners from  participating  in  the  benefit  of  our  Republican  in- 
stitutions, in  this  respect  adopting  the  principle  of  the  Native 
American  party,  and  also  to  urge  hostilities  against  the  Catholic 
Church.  Every  patriot  cannot  but  view  a society  organized 
upon  such  anti-republican,  illiberal,  intolerant  and  bigoted 
principles  with  horror  and  abstain  from  connection  with  an 
association  the  precepts  of  which  are  antagonistic  to  civil  and 
religious  liberty 

Know  Nothingism  is  a Whig  scheme  to  defeat  the  Demo- 
crats— “di  drowning  man  will  catch  at  straws”  is  a true  adage 
when  applied  to  the  expiring  federal  party.  To  elect  Pollock 
is  their  great  aim,  no  matter  how  it  may  be  accomplished.  . . . 

In  the  same  issue,  the  “Valley  Spirit”  is  quoted  as  fol- 
lows: What  does  the  anti-Masonic  branch  of  the  Whig  party 
think  of  fraternizing  with  the  Know  Nothings? 

June  28,  1854:  . 

Oh ! Whiggery ! To  consummate  the  bargain  entered  into 
by  the  leaders  of  the  Whig  party  with  the  Natives  and  Know 
Nothings,  Mr.  Bradford,  the  Native  candidate  for  Governor, 
is  about  withdrawing.  He  is  then  to  accept  the  Whig  nomina- 
tion for  Canal  Commissioner  in  place  of  Mr.  Darsie  (the  best 
man  on  their  ticket),  who  is  compelled  to  decline  on  account  of 


Note. — It  might  be  in  order  here  to  mention  that  R.  T.  Conrad,  Whig  and 
Native- American,  had  29,421  votes  for  Mayor  of  Philadelphia,  and  Richard  Vaux, 
Dem.,  20,994. 
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his  birth.  Mr.  Darsie,  being  born  in  Scotland,  is  without  the 
pale  of  respectability  and  eligibility  in  the  estimation  of  the 
despicable  beings  who  now  command  the  opponents  of 
Democracy. 

July  12,  1854: 

Judge  Pollock — he  joined  the  Know  Nothings. 

July  19,  1854  (Editoriai)  : 

We  understand  that  a secret  society  was  organized  in  this 
borough  last  week.  It  takes  the  name  of  the  society  lately 
started  in  Philadelphia  and  New  York,  and,  we  presume,  is 
to  work  in  this  locality  for  the  same  object.  The  name  is 
“Know  Nothings,”  and  the  object  is  to  disfranchise  all  for- 
eigners, and  to  destroy  or  cripple*  the  Catholic  religion.  The 
body  of  the  society  is  Native  American,  but  its  roots  and 
branches  embrace  Whigs,  anti-Masons,  Federalists  and  others, 
who  generally  vote  against  the  Democratic  ticket.  They  meet  at 
night  and  swear  to  support  their  ticket  for  civil  offices,  “right 
or  wrong.” 

[Here  follows  a long  letter  to  the  editor,  signed  “A  Native 
Protestant,”  in  which  the  tenets  of  the  new  party  are  assailed.] 

We  would  suggest  to  those . Whigs . of  the  strong  Anti- 
Masonic  County  of  Lebanon  who  make  common  cause  with 
the  Know  Nothing,  the  expediency  of  assuming  another  name. 
Thfy  have  an  appropriate  opportunity  now  to  revive  one  of 
their  old  appellations,  which,  in  connection  with  their  present 
names  would  sound  euphonious,  viz : Anti-masonic  knozv- 

notking  democratic  zvhigs!  The  principles  of  anti-Masonry 
come  so  beautifully  into  practice  with  the  Know  Nothings. 
The  anti-Masons  were  opposed  to  secret  societies,  and  the  Know 
Nothings  are  a secret  society.  Of  course,  an  anti-Mason  can 
be  a Know  Nothing,  because  consistency  is  something  never 
dreamed  of  by  either. 


Note. — This  issue  also  gives  an  account  of  the  blowing  up  of  a Catholic 
church  in  process  of  erection  in  Dorchester,  near  Milton,  Pa. 
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July  19,  1854: 

Our  German  neighbors  of  the  “Libanon  Demokrat”  are 
attempting  to  “come  the  giraffe”  over  their  German  readers,  by 
announcing  that  the  Whig  party  has  nothing  to  do  with  Know 
Nothingism.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Whig  party  is  sold, 
body  and  breeches,  to  Know  Nothingism,  it  no  doubt  would  be 
refreshing  to  the  German  Whigs  of  tHis  county  to  peruse  some 
evidence  in  support  of  the  statement.  Our  neighbors  of  the 
“Demokrat”  are  not  the  only  ones  of  that  party  that  deprecate 
their  present  position.  They  dare  not  denounce — ^they  cannot 
approve,  but  they  will  hide  its  sins  and  cover  up  its  shame. 

July  26,  1854: 

The  editor  of  the  “Courier”  pretends  to  be  perfectly  ignor- 
ant of  the  existence  of  Know  Nothingism  in  this  place.  He  also 
feigns  indifference  to  their  progress.  His  object  in  taking  this 
course  is  too  palpable  to  be  mistaken.  The  policy  of  the  Whigs 
is  to  draw  Democrats  into  the  vortex  of  Know-Nothingism, 
being  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  without  their  assistance  defeat 
must  be  the  consequence./ 

August  2,  1854  : 

We  understand  that  the  Native  poultry  down  East  are  or- 
ganizing Know  Nothing  societies  designed  to  exclude  future 
importations  of  Shanghais  from  the  barnyard.  The  hens  espe- 
cially are  indignant,  and  utterly  refuse  to  appear  at  any  tables 
where  foreign  fowls  are  served  up,  while  the  “biddies”  com- 
plain that  the  huge  monsters  from  abroad  steal  all  the  big 
grains  of  wheat  about  the  threshing  floor.  Feathers  will  fly 
before  the  affair  is  settled. 

Negotiations  are  already  on  foot  to  secure  the  influence  of 
the  new  society  for  the  Whig  candidates. 

Sept.  27,  1854: 

A new  organization  which  promises  to  overshadow  the 
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Know  Nothings  has  recently  been  effected  in  New  York.  The 
new  order  is  called  the  “Have  Nothing.”  The  password  which 
gains  admission  for  the  initiated  is  “Ary  Red”?  to  which  the 
reply  must  be,  after  an  honest  examination  of  the  pocket,  “Nary 
Red.” 


NOTES. 

Mr.  Cornelius  Smith,  of  Annville,  stated  to  the  writer 
that  he  remembers  that  Know  Nothings  met  in  the  Evangelical 
church  in  Annville.  He  also  remembers  that  on  one  occasion, 
while  in  a stage-coach,  he  heard  one  man  ask  the  other,  “What 
time?”  The  response  was  “Time  to  work.”  He  learned  later 
that  they  were  Know  Nothings. 

Air.  Carmany  states  that  on  one  occasion  the  proper  official 
in  initiating  members  read  “ragged  adherence  to  our  laws’  in- 
stead of  “rigid  adherence  to  our  laws,”  repeatedly,  without 
protest. 

For  the  following  reminiscences  of  Dr.  Barry  I am  in- 
debted to  Dr.  S.  P.  Heilman,  the  very  efficient  secretary  of  the 
Historical  Society : 

Permit  me  to  add  that  during  that  campaign  of  1855 — I was 
then  in  my  13th  year — Dr.  Barry  (of  Jonestown)  visited  my 
father  John  Heilman  here  at  what  is  now  known  as  Heilman 
Dale,  where  he  (my  father)  owned  and  operated  a large  saw- 
mill, rather  two  saw-mills,  an  upright  and  a circular  mill,  in 
which  he  worked  up  oak  and  pine  timber  into  boards,  light  and 
heavy  building  material,  plaster  laths,  broom  sticks,  fence 
pickets,  etc.  These  mills  stood  on  the  banks  of  the  Union  Canal, 
between  locks  Nos.  8 and  9 of  the  16  locks. 

I remember  very  distinctly  just  where  Dr.  Barry  and  my 
father  stood  at  a certain  spot  on  my  father’s  lumber  yard,  and 
also  the  apparently  spirited  conversation  in  which  they  were  for 


a time  engaged,  but  which,  of  course,  I could  not  all  hear,  as  I 
was  standing  too  far  away  from  them.  Politically  my  father 
was  a Democrat.  He  was  a man  of  influence  and  of  force  in  his 
day.  Presumably  the  conversation  between  them  was  as  to  the 
Doctor’s  political  campaign  then  under  way.  I remember  Dr. 
Barry  at  that  time  even  down  to  his  clothing,  which  was  a suit 
of  light  grey  material,  shepherd’s  plaid,  and  neatly  fitting,  a 
suit  material  I had  never  before  seen,  and  so  different  from  that 
worn  by  people  that  I knew,  that  it  attraced  my  special  atten- 
tion, and  left  its  impress  on  my  memory,  altho  now  53  years  ago. 

Dr.  Barry  was  a tall  man,  and  of  good  figure,  altho  without 
sight  in  one  eye.  He  resided  at  Jonestown,  where  he  practiced 
his  profession,  and  had  an  interesting  family  of  a wife,  and  three 
children — a son  and  two  daughters ; the  son,  Henry,  for  many 
years  already  a resident  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  with  whom  the 
Doctor  made  his  home  in  his  declining  years,  and  where  he 
died.  Dr.  Barry  was  a man  not  only  of  exceptional  medical 
ability,  but  of  considerable  attainment  in  other  directions,  and 
by  his  attainments,  his  manly  bearing,  his  scholarly  parts,  and 
his  high  character  as  a man,  gave  the  community  in  which  he 
resided  much  of  its  tone.  In  the  earlier  years  of  the  practice 
of  my  profession  I was  frequently  a visitor  in  his  family,,  and 
was  honored  with  courtesies  that  have  been  to  me  a pleasant 
recollection.
